Dozen Crises in Country 

LONDON, May 5.—There are at 
least a dozen different crises in Aus- 
tria today, writes one cf the best- 
informed English correspondents, All 
these crises appear to concentrate on 
the problem of food. Even the racial 
antmosities of the composite empire, | 
which have always been the weak tim- 
bers of its sfructure, have been in- 
flamed into unusual bitterness by sec- 
tional jealousy over food distribution. 

These crises appear to have reached! 
@ culmination today in the govern-| 
ment’s decision to prorogue parlia- 
ment during the present phase of the 
war for the reason that it could not 
help, but only hinder, in the solving 
of economic problems on which every- 
thing depends, in the words of a semi- 
official explanation. 


Makes Vague Promises |

LONDON, May 5.—German aflr- 
planes have recently been attacking 
Dutch fishing vessels with machine 
gunfire wherever the little boats have | 
been found in the North Sea. Dutch | 
fishermen, landed yesterday at |

ence, said their boats had been at- 
tacked by four German airmen, who 
for two hours rained machine-gun hale |

crews took the boats and rowed | 
60 miles before being picked up by a 
small British vessel. Their ships were | 
later brought into harbor by a British 
destroyer and bore numerous signs of 
the enemy's fire. 

London newspapers published the 
photographs of a group of Brazilian 
airmen who are now completing their 
training for the front at an airdrome 
near London. 

It is believed that this is the first 
military party from the South Ameri- 
can Allies to arrive in Great Britain.

LONDON, May 5.—The Germans early Sunday morning under 
cover of a heavy artillery barrage, attacked the British south of 
Locon, but were completely repulsed, it is officially announced. The 
French made progress in the vicinity of Locre. The British advanced 
their lines in the vicinity of Meteren. 

LONDON, May 5.—German forces this morning attacked the 
new positions gained by the Britsih Friday night on the Flanders 
battlefront, near Hinges, northwest of Bethune. They were repulsed, 


| the war office announces, the British line remaining intact. 


The artillery on both sides is continuing its activity along the 
Lys battlefront. 

_ The British positions were improved in local operations last 
night east of Amiens, near Sailly le Sec and north of Albert, in the 
vicinity of Hebturne. 

LONDON, May 5.—The British carried out successful bombing 
raids back of the German lines, it is officially announced. Twenty- 
eight German machines were brought down by the British, who lost 
11 machines. 

PARIS, May 5.—Artillery fighting continued last night along the 
Somme battle front, both north and south of the Avre, but there was 
no infantry action, the war office reports today. In the Lorraine close 
to the German border, the French carried out successful minor opera- 
tions and took prisoners in patrol encounters elsewhere. 


Enemy Launches Offensive on Italian 
Front--Heavy Fighting in South-West 


Vienna, May 4—Heavy fighting along the whole Italian front )e- 
tween the Adriatic and the Giudicaria Valley in the north is reported 
in today’s official statement. 

An Austro-German offensive on,the Italian front has been pre- 
dicted as part of the plan of the Central Empires for a heavy cam- 
paign in the hope of obtaining a decision in the next few months. It 


| has been expected that such an attack would be launched while the 


British and French were occupied with holding their line in Flanders 
and France. 

Whether such an operation is under way is not indicated defin 
itely by the Austrian announcement which may refer to artillery 
fighting, and does not indicate on which side the initiative has been 
taken. 

The territory between the Adriatic and the Giudicaria Valley 
which comes down just east of the Adamello region and skirts along 
the west shore of Lake Garda, takes in both the Piave and the north- 
ern mountain fronts, embracing most of the fighting line practicable 
for military operations on a large scale.

The Lord Mayor has @ son serving 
in the British army and he cited this 
fact to his interviewer as evidence 
that he was not disloval. 

London, May 4.—At a meeting of 
the Irish Unionist Alliance {n Dublin 
yesterday a resolution was discussed 
to the effect that while the Alliance 
was confident of the honorable inten- 
tions of the delegates to the recent 
Irish convention it differed totally 
with the findings of the convention 
and adhered to the fundamental prin- 
ciples of the Alliance, namely he 
maintenance of the Union of Great 
Britain and Ireland and opposition to 
Home Rule. 

An amendment was moved to the 
effect that while the meeting apnroved 
the attitude of the Unionist delegates 
to the convention, events that had 
since occurred compelled a change of 
views. The mecting adjourned with- 
out voting on the resolution, 

The standing committee of the U!- 
ster Union council] met at Belfast and 
passed a resolution wholly endorsing 
the attitude of the Ulster Unionists at 
the convention and condemning the 
“unprecedented and unconstitutional 
action” of Sir Horace Plunket, the 
convention's chairman, in writing his 
letter to Premier Lloyd George cover- 
ing the proceedings of the convention. 

Another resolution was passed cor- 
dially eupporting the steps taken by 
Sir Edward Carson, the Ulster Unton- 
ist leader, since the present crisis 
arose, 

These meetings were the outward 
signe of a general stiffening of the 
Unionists against Home Rule since the 
alliance between the Nationalist and 
the Sinn Feiners against conscription 
was effe.tive. The Belfast corres- 
pondent of the Morning Post describes 
the meeting cof the Ulster council as 
“The first step of loyal Uleter's new 
campaign against the Home Rule con- 
spiracy.”’ The meeting, he says, was 
called by Sir Fdward Carson in view 
of the war cabinet's failing to keep 
ita pledges to Ulster, and he adds: 

“Ulster standg today where it did 
four years ago, in unwavering opposi- 
tion to Home Rule. Ae a matter of 
fact, the opposition {s now stronger 
than ever because of the terrible Sinn 
Fein menace, while the action of the 
Roman Catholic bishops at Maynooth 
welds the Unionists into one solid 
phalanx.” 

The latest report with reference to 
the progrese of the Home Rule bill is 
t by the Daily Mall that 
immediately upon returning from the 
meeting of the supreme war counc!!

Amsterdam, May 4-—The effective 
work of Allied airmen in harrassia;< 
the German supply service Is described 
by the newspaper Jes Nouvelles of The 
Hague, which says that Allied aviators 
recently sank in one day twenty-three 
Belgian boats laden with gravel and 
road material for the German front in 
Picardy. The vessels at the time were 
twelve kilometres from the enemy fear 
line The newspaper adds; 

“Three weeks ago the Luxemburg 
bridge at Namur was again bady 
damaged by aircraft. Two arches wers 
destroyed and one boat waa sunk." 

Les Nouvelles ascertains that it was 
bombs dropped by Allied aircraft that 
destroyed a railway station in the 
province of Hainaut, Belgium, March 
22. A munitions train of 64 cars was 
in the station and forty of the cars 
blew up in succession, killing and 
wounding many Germans, 

Rigorous measures were taken im- 
mediately to keep onlookers away 
from the scene of the disaster. A Ger- 
man officer estimated the loss tn shells 
at one million marks.

‘o be sent to the front. This was an 
unexpected demand and {ft was re- 
quested that delivery should be com- 
plete not later than the 31st of March. 


10th of February and the whole order 
was completed on the 20th of March, 
eleven days of the specified time. 

Iam informed that this satisfactory 
result is mainly to be attributed to the 
energy put into the work of production 
hy the Canadian Forestry corps, who 
supplied no less than 34,000 tons of 
the total. When the corps understood 
that it was an order of urgency, and 
that the material was required for the 
front, many of the companies volun- 
tarily worked long hours without any 
extra pay, some of them doing as 
much as 90 hours per week. They 
were at work during the whole of the 
Easter holidays, so that had any fur- 
ther demand been mado at that time 
{t would have been impossible to deal 
with it. 

It is, as you are no doubt aware, 
largely due to the operations of the 
units of this corps in ance that we 
have, with the exception of sudden 
and unforeseen demands such as the 
present one, practically stopped the 
shipment of British-crown timber to 
France, thus saving cross-channel 
tonnage; while we are alao enabled 
to eave the shipment of foreign timber 
by saving the production of the corps 
in’ England to meet the various na- 
tional demands. 

I haope that the Canadian Forestry 
Corps wil realize the real gratitude 
which we feel for their admirable 
work and for the spirit which they 
have shown throughout in sparing no 
exertions wheuever an opportunity 
had been afforded them of assisting 
the fighting men at the front.
